MANSLAUGHTER AND ASSAULT. 


A Bullskin Township Larceny Case 


and the Dunbar Riot Are Interesting 
Trials Before Court This Afternoon. 
Other Court News.

TJn'entown. Dec. 21.—Another mur- 


der case came to a sudden ending this 
morning when John and Mike Polack, 
accused of killing James Corti at Ar- 
nold City on October 9 last, entered 
satisfactory pleas. As the result of 
an agreement between District Attor- 
ney Jones for the Commonwealth and 
W. C. MciCeau for the defense, John 
Polack plead guilty to voluntary man- 
slaughter and Mike Polack plead not 
guilty, he having already entered a 
plea of guilty to aggravated assault 
and battery. Both sides explained to 
the court and jury that the trouble 
which resulted in the death of Corti 
was, to a great extent, a drunken 
brawl, and that a general fight was 
in progress when Corti received the 
fatal blow from John Polack. 
The 


jury returned a verdict to this effect 
and was discharged with the thanks 
of the court. 


The trouble at Arnold City on the 


fatal Sunday afternoon was between 
the Slavish and Polish factions, the 
prisoners being Slavs anA the dead 
man a Pole. On on 3 side of the mining' 
village street the Slavs had a christen- 
ing and on the other side the Poles 
had a wedding. 
Trouble arose be- 


tween the two oartles, and quarreling 
developed into stone throwing. 
Fi- 


nally the Polish, musicians started to 
walk to their home in Star Junction. 
The Slavs started out to attack them, 
and their Polish friends ran to their 
assistance. 
Corti was one of these, 


and m the Tight received the blow 
which killed him. his neck being bro- 
ken. 
Mike Polack attacked another 


Pole with a hatchet, but this man did 
not die.

GARFIELD'S REPORT 


Suggests Federal License to Compan- 


ies in Inter-State Commerce. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—[Spec- 


ial.]—The most important feature of 
the first general report of the bureau 
of corporations, of which. James R. 
Garfielci is commissioner, and which 
was submitted to Congress today, is 
the recommendation that a law be 
passed providing for a federal license 
or franchise for companies engaging 
in mter-state comrrcrco. 


Mr. Garflelfl feels that the suggested 


scheme of compulsory federal incor- 
poration of such companies, while it 
is probable legally p.-actlcable, it pre- 
sents serious difficulties because of 
its effect upon the authority ot states 
over corporations in respect to taxa- 
tion and'local regulations. He regards 
federal license as not only legal, but 
practicable.
